A GREAT IMPRESSION. 


The Republican candidate made a 
great impression here, and was as- 
sured by Republicans and Democrats 
alike that he will get a great ma- 
jority of the votes in November. There 
were only a few Progressives“ to 
assure him of support, but then there 
are only a few in the county. 

In 1910 Holy Hiram rode through 
this great valley on local pride and 
a Republican ticket. He received 1466 
votes. In 1912, when he ran for Vice- 
President, the Yolo county vote had 
dwindled to 1320. In 1914, at the pri- 
maries, Gov. Johnson received a scant 
609 votes, as against 1709 for a Re- 
publican Governor and 1478 for the 
Democrat. The Yolo registration is: 
Republican, 1810; Democrat, 1843; 
„Progressive,“ 670. 

There is a reason for this. The is- 
sue in Yolo county is “any one to 
beat Johnson,” and the farsighted 
voters of the county have seen in 
Capt. Fredericks their chance. It so 
happened that Gov. Johnson broke 
faith with Yolo county and that 18 
one of the many reasons why they

In the legislative session of 1913 
the Yolo county and Lake county 
people asked for the passage of a bill 
providing $50,000 for the building of a 
link in the State highway to connect 
Lake county with the Sacramento 
Valley. The road was to run from 
Rumsey to Lakeport. | 

Senator Boynton assisted the Lake 
and Yolo people with the bill, and he 
asked Gov. Johnson if he would sign 
it if passed. The Governor agreed to 
sign the bill if it got by both houses 
of the Legislature. Senator Boynton 
carried the word back to the citizens, 
who wanted the road and who needed 
it, and they worked until they saw 
the bill passed right up for Holy Hi'’s 
signature. 

Among the work they did was a 
junket of the Legislature over the 
proposed highway. The two counties 
banded together to entertain the law- 
makers, and had a caravan of 120 
automobiles.

FRENCH AND 
FORCED BACK GERMANS. 


ROM THE BATTLE FRONT (via 
F Paris) Oct. 5, 11:36 p.m.—The 
allied armies, after having per- 
mitted thelr adversaries, as they 
thought, to exhaust themselves by 
continued attacks, toek a most vig- 
orous offensive today. The British and 
French encountered such a strong re- 
sistance, however, that their most ad- 
vanced detachments on the western 
wing were compelled to fall back. 


Only at this part of the long battle 
line did the opposing troops actually 
come into close contact. 

Many picturesque villages, around 
which hundreds of thousands of men 
occupy positions, have suffered se- 


verely in the recent fighting, and

probably will suffer still more before 
the struggle for supremacy is over. 

The country where the chief fight- 
ing is going on is flat and under cul- 
tivation. In many places it is boggy 
and there are scattered coal mines. 
The allied armies are continually ex- 
tending toward the north and bending 
eastward toward the Belgian frontier, 
thus compelling the Germans, in or- 
der to prevent the crumbling up of 
theif main army, to move large 
forces from the center. The allies' 
plan, it is thought, may compel the 
Germans to release the pressure on 
the Belgians. 

The rapidity with which the French 
change position is considered remark- 
able. Two entire divisions of infantry 


marched nearly thirty mites Saturday 
and twenty-eight miles Sunday. The 


Germans, however, by means of their 
aviators, who are continually flitting 
over the lines despite numerous casu- 
alties, discovered the movements and 
brought up reinforcements to meet 
them. As the Germans occupy the in- 
side of the circle, they are able to 
reach an appointed spot with much 
shorter marches.

The French, Who yesterday officially 
reported that all German attacks in 
this region had been repulsed and that . 
the allies had resumed the offensive, 
announced today that the battle to the 
north of the Oise which commenced 
seriously about September 25, con- 


tinues with great violence with no de- 
cisive result, and that at certain points 
the French troops have had to yield 
ground. 

The Germans in their report issued 
last night say the battle is proceed- 
ing successfully for them. 

Both in London and in Paris there 
is the greatest confidence, although 
some surprise is displayed at thesuc- 
dess of the Germans in preventing 
the outflanking movement. There is 
a feeling, however, that the Germans 
cannot extend their lines much farther 
north without weakening, them at 
some point. 

Along the rest of the line, the 
French communication says, there has 
been no change. Therefore, the prog- 
ress in the regions of Soissons and 
Woevre reported Saturday night either 
has satisfied them for the moment, or 
they have been checked by the 
mans. 

Of the fighting here, as on their 
right, the Germans’ report says it is 
progressing favorably for the German 
arms. Progress by either side must 
be extremely slow, for after every ad- 
vance, no matter how slight, the 
troops making it must intrench them- 
selves for protection against the shells 
from the enemy's guns. posted in

RUSSIA. 


The defeat of the German army 
which invaded Russia from East 
Prussia appears from Russian ac- 
counts to have been even more deci- 
sive than previously stated. 

According to the Russian Ambassa- 
dor at Rome, the Germans were com- 
pletely routed with a loss of 70,000 
men and have been forced to abandon 
everything. 

The Russians are now moving for- 
ward with the object of again invad- 
ing East Prussia. This victory, if it 


is as complete as reported, is of the 


greatest importance to the Russians as 
it will prevent the Germans from un- 
dertaking land and sea operations 
which would have compelled Russia 
to turn at least a part of its attention 
in this direction. 

n. Rennenkampf apparently 
drove a wedge between the two Ger- 
man forces which were advanced up- 
on Druskeniki and Ossowetz, and 
brought about the battle of Augus- 
towo, which resulted in a Russian vic- 
tory.

MAESTRICHT HIT 
BY ENGLISH. BOMB. 
AVIATOR LOSES WAY IN FOG AND 


DROPS PROJECTILE ON 
DUTCH CITY.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—People of the 
quiet Dutch city of Maestricht, which 
lies on a sort of peninsula, bounded 
on the east by Germany and on the 
west of Belgium, have been atriving 
hard to maintain the neutrality of 
their kingdom. They were startled 
Tuesday morning, September 22, by 
the descent of a bomb from the mist 
overhead and a great explosion fol- 
lowed the crash of glass. 
An aeroplane had swooped down to- 
ward the roofs of the town and 
dropped a bomb. The projectile fell 
near the Brussels gate of the ‘old 
town, 
gashes in the walls of a house and 
‘shattered a number of windows. Sev- 
eral citizens attempted to follow the 
course of the aéroplane in motor cars 
but it soon was lost to sight. The 
Dutch government immediately took 
steps to inquire of the German and 
Relgian governments whether any 
flying men of their armies were re- 
sponsible for the unpleasant surprise. 
The next day the British press bu- 
reau announced a raid dy British 
aviators aimed at the Zeppelin estab- 
lishments in Dusseldorf and Cologne. 
The British aerial expedition started 
from Antwerp and while the section 
bound for Dusseldorf reached its des- 
tination, the Cologne contingent con- 
tessed that it lost its way in the fog. 
The British Minister at The Hague 
today expressed the regret of the 
British government at the incident, 
says a dispatch from that capital, He 
explained that the bomb was dropped 
accidentally by an aeroplane which 
had lost its bearings. There is no in- 
formation yet whether the Dutch gov- 
ernment will consider the regrets and 
explanation adequate, in diplomatic 
phrase to “close the incident.”

This 
was made known here today after a 
conference between Secretary Bryan 
and Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British 
Ambassador. The Ambassador ex- 
pressed the approval of his govern- 
ment of the suggestion of American 
copper exporters that cargoes en 
route to Holland, Italy or other non- 
belligerent countries be shipped un- 
der the restriction that they would 
be used in those countries and not 
exported to Germany. 

Secretary Bryan at once set to work 
to obtain from Holland, Italy, Spain, 
Norway, Sweden and Switzerland 
guarantees that copper imported from 
States would not be re- 
These guarantees will be 
pted by Great Britain. It is be- 
eved the neutral countries will not 
hesitate to approve the plan, which is 
similar to that already arranged with 
Holland with regard to foodstuffs. 

Senator Reed Smoot of Utah, who 
discussed the matter at the State De- 
partment on behalf of copper inter- 
ests, said the arrangement would be 
entirely satisfactory to copper pro- 
ducers.

Trade with the.United States con- 
tinued to increase and constituted 
over half of all imports and 43 per 
cent. of all exports. 

Growing activity of the islands is 
indicated by the fact that imports of 
sugar machinery, structural iron and 
steel, steel rails, corrugated roofing 
and cement showed marked increases. 
The $8,000,000 trade in cotton cloths 
was increasingly with the United 
States, American textiles representing 
about 75 per cent.

ANTI-TRUST BILL 
GOES THROUGH. 


Measure Passed by Senate 
after a Hot Fight. 


But it Failed to Get Support 
of All the Democrats.

four. The Senate voted down a mo- 
tion by Senator Reed of Missouri to 
recommit the bill to conference. Sen- 
ator Reed's motion contemplated the 
reinstatement of criminal penalties for 
violations of sections ‘ifying meth- 
ods of competition declared unlawful. 
The conference report will now 80 
to the House, where its adoption with 
but brief debate is expected. 
Three Democrats voted against the 
report, Senators Lane, Martine and 
Reed. Six Democrats voted for the 
Reed motion to recommit. They were 
Senators Lane, Martine, Reed, Thom- 
as, Vardaman and Williams. 

Senator Root was the only Repub- 
iican who veted against the motion. 
Senator Poindexter, Progressive, voted 
against both the Reed motion and 
the motion to agree. 

The vote was taken at the close of 
a long day of bitter debate on the 
bill, in the course of which Senator 
Walsh replied at length to Senator 
Reed's attack on the measure and the 
latter rejoined with even more vig- 
orous criticism. Senator Walsh de- 
clared the administration trade com- 
mission bill had committed Congress 
to a policy of prevention of minor re- 
straints of trade by the commission, 
instead of criminal prosecution for 
such offenses. Senator Reed insisted 
that the law would be utterly inef- 
fective without the “teeth” which 
criminal penalties would supply. 

As finally agreed to, the bill forbids 
price discrimination, limits interlock- 
Ing directorates and prohibits holding 
companies where the effect is “to de- 
stroy or substantially lessen competi- 
tion.” The bill also declares that “the 
labor of a human being is not a com- 
modity or article of commerce” and 
exempts labor and farmers’ unions 
from the operation of the Sherman 
‘anti-trust law. It revises the law 
regulating contempt of court and the 
use of injunctions in labor disputes, | 
mating reforms long demanded by or- 
ganized labor.

ALVATIONISTS 
LOSE “OPENER.” 


“UNCONSTITUTIONAD” STAND IS 
OVERRULED, . 


The Salvation Army yesterday lost 
the first round in the legal battle it 
intends to carry on to the Supreme 
Court of the United States if neces- 
sary to have declared unconstitutional 
the city ordinance granting  discre- 
tionary powers to the Municipal 
Charities Commission. 

In overruling a demurrer of coun- 
sel for the. salvationists Police Judge, 
White gave it as his opinion that the 
ordinance is constitutional and a valid 
exercise of police power. 

The case against four Salvation 
Army storekeepers, charged with sell- 
ing goods donated for charitable pur- 
poses without permission of the com- 
mission, was then ordered to trial. 
Pleas of not guilty were entered and 
a jury trial demanded, which was set 
for November 6 in Police Judge Fred- 
erickson’s court. 

In giving his opinion of the case 
Justice White carefully emphasized 
the fact that the question of whether 
or not the ordinance itself is dis- 
criminatory. was before the court. 
Discrimination against the Salvation 
Army was charged in the argument 
of the Salvationists’ counsel. | 

“The subject of charity being law- 
fully one for police regulation, then 
it strikes me that the legislative 
body has a right to create a commis- 
sion and vest said commission with 
a discretionary power of examining 
all those persons, corporations or in- 
stitutions who would engage in 
charitable enterprises with a view of 
bringing them under the scrutiny of 
the municipality tn order that abuses 
might be checked,” Justice White 
said. “In this case the court is mere- 
ly concerned with whether or not the 
ordinance as it is written is discrimi- 
natory. I think not.” 


SAN FERNANDO PHONE CHANGE. 

A decision authorizing the Consoll- 
dated Securities Company to sell its 
telephone system at San Fernando to 
the recently-organized San Fernando 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
has been handed down by the State 


Ru llroad Commission. In return, the 
telephone company is uuthorized to 
issue a promissory note of $20,000, 
bearing interest at 6 per cent., with 
the principal pavable in installments 
over a period of twenty years.

F Judge George E. Church of Fresno 

failed to make affidavit that he had 
been free from any persuasion or in- 
fluence on account of anything said 
or done out of the courtroom, the Su- 
preme Court of California has re- 
manded the famous divorce action of 
Hazel M. Keating against Edward 
Keating and Mrs. Vinette Lohman, co- 
respondent, to the Los Angeles courts 
for another trial. The court above 
holds that under the circumstances 
the defendant, Mr. Keating, should 
have had a new trial. 

Mrs. Keating sued for divorce on 
the ground of extreme cruelty, later 
filing another complaint on the crim- 
inal count. Mr. Keating came back 
with a complaint alleging extreme 
cruelty. Judgment was for Mrs. 
Keating on both counts and against 
Mr. Keating on his cross-complaint. 
Judge Church also gave Mrs. Keating 
an allowance of $55,000 alimony. It 
is alleged that only a small portion of 
this has been paid. 

Mr. Keating moved for a new trial 
March 4, 1912, through his attorney, 
J. Wiseman MacDonald. This was de. 
nied by Judge Church. He applied 
for a change of judge and this was 
denied. A general appeal was then 
taken by the defendant. 

In the application for a new trial 
counsel for Mr. Keating read affi-

islation, if to a reasonable man it may 
appear that the legislation has some 
tendency to effect the end desired. 
That there must be a cessation of 
labor for some period less than 
twenty-four hours, both as to man 


„and woman, must be admitted by all. 


For how long in any one day or in 


„any week such cessation shall be is 
„the question in dispute. 


This ques- 
tion, however, it is submitted, is a 
question of fact to be resolved from 


the experience of mankind, to be de- 
.| termined as an economic question and 


not as a judicial one. 

The purpose of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, adopted immediately 
after the Civil War, and in view of the 


.| circumstances which occasioned that 


war, was to protect the individual in 
his personal liberty as against oppres- 
sion by the State or other individuals 
of the State, whether they formed a 
majority of the citizens of that State 
or not. But this personal liberty, 
which was thereby assured to the in- 
dividual, was not a personal liberty 
such as to enable him to act to the 
detriment of the State. And it is not 


„to be supposed that the States or the 


people of the United States in adopt- 
ing this amendment surrendered in 
any manner their right to preserve by 
legislation their own existence. There- 
fore any legislation which in the 
minds of reasonable men a ten- 
dency to promote the pu welfare 
is permissible, notwithstanding the 
fact that in its operation it may in 
some degree affect the personal lib- 
erty of the 3 

It would de idle for me to discuss 
the economic phase of the question, 
in view of the opinions herein quoted 
from the Supreme Court of the United 
States and the Supreme Court of this 
State, from which it appears that 
those courts up to the present time 
have been unwilling to sanction leg- 
islation which has for its object the 
limitthg of the hours of labor of in- 
divaduals, unless that limitation is re- 
stricted to some class or occupation 
wherein the limitation has some bear- 
ing in the eyes of the court upon the 
health or general welfare of the pub- 
lic, and that heretofore those courts 
have not found that such limitation 
has such bearing when addressed gen- 


erally to all individuals, irrespective 


of sex or occupation. 

It would appear, therefore, that 
under the decision cited the proposed 
law, even if adopted by the electors 
at the November election, would be 
unconstitutional.

During Session Here Supreme Court 
Will Pass on Cause That Interests

It is announced that the Supreme 
Court will hear the application of 
John Coombs for a writ of habeas 
corpus during the sitting of the court 
en banc, in Los Angeles, beginning 
October 19. 

Coombs was charged with violation 
of the ordinance that prohibited the 
sale of liquors within certain de- 
scribed territory in Lamanda Park, 


‘lit being charged that he sold three 


bottles of wine to A. L. Bradley. It 


appeared that Mr. Bradley lived within 


a precinct where no liquor license 
could be obtained. 

The court has directed the attention 
of counsel to two propositions in con- 
nection with the case: First, it being 
the expressed policy of the State to 
foster and develop grape-growing and 
wine-making, does thus, as to the 
State’s mandations, place a limitation 
upon the exercise of their police pow- 
er. The limitation is not at all upon 
the right to regulate, but upon the 
right to prohibit the manufacture of 
Wine, as by this ordinance it is pro- 
hibited: second, may the Supervisors 
take an election precinct as a political 
entity in the matter of the regulation 
of the liquor traffic? 

The case was before Superior Court 
Judge Finlayson, who found for the 
validity of the ordinance, and an ap- 
peal was then taken to the Supreme 
Court. It will now be thrashed out 
in this city. The wine interests of the 
county are very much interested in 
the outcome of the case.

The Times believes that railroads as well 
as all public utilities should be subject to 
supervision and regulation, but it does not 
commend continued harassment of them. 
How can a railroad comply with an order 
of commissioners to compete when the com- 
missioners prescribe its rates of fare and 
freight? And where is the interest of the 
public (which owns the railroad stocks and 
bonds) subserved by making it difficult, if 
not impossible, for the railroad to earn 
dividends?

One 
figures on the cost of moving a pound 
of freight over a mile of roadway per 
wheel and per pound of steam—of the 
burden of a sixth or a seventh mort- 
gage upon a mile of discontinued siding 
or a discarded stub-switch, or upon a 
section of taken-up rails, or upon a lot 
of locomotive engines sent to the scrap- 
heap—just simple little theorems like 
these! And when all these delicate ad- 
justments are further complicated by 
such an item as the competition of our 
new waterway through the isthmus, who 

shall guess at the effect of the bellow- 
ing of all these Behemoths of public

THE CASE FOR THE DEFENCE. 
BY HARRY BOWLING. 
The suit against Mars, the god of war, has 
deen tried by the jury of civilization before 


the Judge of the Universe, and a unanimous 
verdict of guilty has been rendered. Yet 


on reviewing the evidence we find the con- 


tentions are not entirely borne out by the 
facts, so after sentencing the culprit to 
world-long imprisonment, we are forced to 
admit that the case is not so complete as we 
should like it to be. 

There are extenuating circumstances. 

Peace wears a fair and radiant aspect; 
Behind the 
sweet smiles of peace, however, may lurk 
the danger of too much ease, softness and 
self-indulgence; from the frowning visage 
of war we may learn the lesson of disci- 
pline, alertness and self-control. ‘Therefore 
it is easier to pass sentence on Mars than. 


to ensure the carrying out of the sentence. 


We are not yet on the right track. We 
still declare, In times of peace prepare for 
war,” while the proper attitude is, “In times 
of war prepare for peace.” But no nation 
yet has attempted the latter. So too often 
long periods of peace have sapped the 
strength of empires and softened the vigor 
of republics. The only practical way to 
chain the dogs of war is to make peace as 
robust as she is beautiful, as aggressive ag 
she is benevolent. 

We are told that war sends out the flower 
of a nation’s manhood to the slaughter pen 
and so even a victorious nation must suffer 
in the next generation, because the ablest 


males have been killed off and only the 


weaklings left to breed for her sons and 
daughters. But statistics show that in the 
most sanguinary battles not more than 5 
per cent. of the men erigaged are killed and 
not more than 8 per cent. are permanently 
injured; and thousands of able-bodied men 
return to their native land hardened men- 


tally; morally and physically by the stern 


discipline they have been subjeeted to. 

There is a terrible blood disease that 
sap the 
strength of nations than all the cannons and 
shot and steel of Prussians and Franks and 
Slavs. Don't let us forget this truth: Peace 
produces its damaged goods as well as war. 
But the damage isn’t so spectacular and 
glaring It works secretly. : 

History indeed has shown time and again 
that eras of national greatness have suc- 
ceeded periods of war and devastation. 
After fifty years fighting with the Philis- 
tines the Israelites reached the acme of 
their glery in the reign of King Solomon. 
From the. slaughter of Marathon and Sala 
mis emerged the golden age of Athenian 
art and philosophy. Nearly a century of 
ceaseless war preceded the Augustan age 
of literature in Rome, while a similar pe 
riod of voluptuous ease left the Roman em- 
pire flabby and lifeless. The Wars of the 
Roses exhausted English strength for sixty 
years, and it was followed by the great 
Elizabethan age of enlightenment and dis- 
covery. 

Moreover, though America sent the flower 
of her young manhood from the North and 
the South to the terrible battlefields of the 
great civil war, at its conclusion the in- 
crease in national progress and vitality 
made a record unequaled in the world’s his- 


tory. 

War is hell, but it ts shot through with 
diviner sparks from heaven. Already, gil- 
houetted against the storm and darkness of 
the present tempest of passion in Europe, 
may be seen faintly the colors of the com- 
‘ine rainbow of promise and hope. 

Six weeks of war have produced a star- 
tling change of spirit in Russia, a change 
that a century of peace could never have 
brought about. Intemperance has been the 
curse of the Slav, yet in the past the Rus 
sian government has not hesitated at raie- 
ing immense revenues by the control of 
the sale of vile vodka. But under the stress 
of war vodka has been prohibited in the 
whole Russian empire. So good has been 
the result of the edict, a wartime measure, 
that the Czar has declared the prohibition 
will still hold after peace has been restored. 
In the universal condemnation of Mars this 
one extenuating circumstance deserves to 
be put on record. 

Thousands of recruits in Great Britain 
from shop, store and counting-house are be- 
ing licked into shape in the military field 
of Aldershot. These may never go to the 
front, but they will certainly return to their 
peaceful duties stronger and hardier men 
for the discipline they have undergone. 
This is one count for the defense in the 
trial of the war god.

ligious revival in France. The so-called 
‘Clerical Peril’ has disappeared from the 
popular imagination.

We 
shall be surprised if the war and pro- 
spiritual emotions it has kindled are 
not attended by a quickening and deep- 
ening of the religious feeling in Eng- 
land as well as in France.” 

War is a surgeon and he cuts deep and 
the scars may be permanent. But ff the 
sore of insobriety be removed in one limb 
of the human race and the ulcer of unbelief 
be excised in another the whole body may 
be finally benefited by the blood-letting. 
And peace may have a better chance after- 
wards to make the human fabric strong and 
aggressive in nobler and more useful occu- 
pations, and the present apparent retrogres- 


‘sion to savagery may be followed by the 


greatest era vet of Christian advance.

Result is Injunction to Restrain 

Hollywood Company from Turning 

Off Water for Non-payment of that 

Sum—Issues Involve Legal 

While the amount involved is only 
16 cents, the suit of J. R. Jaffray, an 
attorney, to restrain the Union Holly- 
wood Water Company from collecting 
that sum and turning off the water 
for non-payment of the bill, was 
weighty enough to engage Judge 
Wood, Attorneys Borden & Haas and 
Jaffray yesterday afternoon. The 
court ordered that a temporary in- 
junction issue restraining the corpo- 
ration from cutting off the water for 
non-payment of the excess rate prior 
to the granting of the writ in the 
Federal Court August 4 last. 

The point made by Mr. Jaffray was 
that during the period between July 1 
and July 10, the enforcement of the 
present ordinance of the city of Los 
Angeles had not been enjoined by the 
Federal Court; that the Federal 
Court’s injunction was not retroactive 
and could not be and, therefore, the 
water company's demand for the 16 
cents was contrary to law. Conse- 
quently the water company had no 
right to threaten to shut off the water 
if he did not pay the 16 cents. 

The defendant contended that the 
spirit of Judge Ross's temporary in- 
junction intended to apply to the en-

1915; that the water company put up 
‘a $380,000 bond in the Federal Court 
to repay all moneys collected in ex- 
cess of the ordinance; that if the or- 
dimance should be sustained finally 
by the Federal Court, the plaintiff was 
amply protected by such bond. 

The doctrine whether or pot the 
corporation equitably collected the 16 
cents, would involve the trial of the 
entire action in the Superior Court, 
whereas the Federal Court had or ac- 
quired jurisdiction over the action.
